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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that the P2 and P3 of Harari 
take up the entirely of the container region, leaving no room for the claimed electrical contact and in fact the storage container of the 
device in fig. 8B of Harari is too thin to accommodate such electrical contact. This is not persuasive because the examiner submits that by 
using the flat via in fig. 8B as taught by Harari to replace the via 9 of Kotaki would not change the principle of operation of the primary 
reference (Kotaki) or render the reference inoperable for its intended purpose. See MPEP § 2143.01 . In fact it would have further 
improved the capacitor such as uniform storage capacity as taught by Harari in column 16 line35-40. The test for obviousness is not 
whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference.... Rather, the test is 
what the combined teachings of those references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art." In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 
425, 208 USPQ 871, 881 (CCPA 1981). See also In re Sneed, 710 F.2d 1544, 1550, 218 USPQ 385, 389 (Fed. Cir. 1983). It is not 
necessary that the inventions of the references be physically combinable to render obvious the invention under review; and In re Nievelt, 
482 F.2d 965, 179 USPQ 224, 226 (CCPA 1973). Combining the teachings of references does not involve an ability to combine their 
specific structures. Thus, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 
375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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
